Sunday  Drunkenness 

Since  the  Montclair  Law  and  Order 
League  began  its  active  warfare  against 
saloon-keepers  who  violate  the  Sunday 
Uws,  Montclair  has  proved,  to  the  thirsty 
toper,  a  very  uninviting  place  in  which  to 
spend  Sunday.  That  class  (which  as  a 
rule  embraces  all  the  rowdies  in  a  town) 
have  found  it  more  to  their  taste  to 
migrate  to  Wes).  Orange  and  Bloomfield 
when  Sunday  comes  round.  Residents 
of  Bloomfield  avenue,  uorth  of  theCeutre, 
state  that  the  number  of  drutikea  men 
who  pass  up  and  down  the  avenue  is  as¬ 
tonishing.  Drunken  brawls  are  frequent, 
and  the  noise  and  profanity  are  shocking 
to  the  nerves  of  quiet,  well-disposed  peo¬ 
ple.  They  complain  bitterly  about  the 
laxity  of  the  Bloomfield  police  authorities 
in  the  matter.  * 

Last  Sunday,  affairs  reached  a  climax 
that  will  doubtless  move  th  eTownship 
Committee  to  take  action  thtkt  will  put  an 
end  to  such  disgraceful  proceedings. 
Charles  O’Niel  and  Joseph  Wade,  (the 
latter  a  notoriously  rough  character!  both 
of  MoiitcUir.  while  in  ail  intoxicated  statf 
■arae  down  Bloomfield  avenue  last  Sun¬ 
day  afteruodn  and  tried  to. enter  Arthur 
Leuthausser’s  Hotel  They  could  not  get 
In  and  began  creating  a  disturbance  out¬ 
side.  Mr.  Leuthausser  sent  for  the  police 

d  Officers  Cad  m  us  and  Smith  responded 
After  a  desperate  struggle  they  succeeded 
in  taking  the  prisoners  inti  custody. 
They  took  them  to  R  N.  Dodd's  express 
office,  where  Justice  Hall  conducted  an 
examination  of  the  prisoners,  and  sen¬ 
tenced  them  to  pay  Hve  dollars  tine  and 
serve  thirty  days  in  jail.  While  a  con¬ 
veyance  was  being  got  ready,  Wade  man¬ 
ifested  a  disposition  to  fight.  He  assault¬ 
ed  Officer  Cad  mbs.  who  was  compelled  to 
use  Ids  club.  The  desperate  prisoner 
then  seized  a  lamp  and  flung  It  at  the 
officer  striking  him  on  the  head  and  ii  - 
Ui cling  a  serious  injury.  Wade  wa* 
.overpowered  and  put  in  a 'carriage  for 
transportation  to  Newark.  Dodd’s  ex¬ 
press  office  presented  a  frightful  appear¬ 
ance  after  the  affray;  a  large  pool  of 
blood  lay  on  tho  floor.  Wade  has  the 
reputation  of  a  desperate  character,  and 
is  under  bail  for  breach  of  the  peace  in 
Montclair.  Officer  Cadmus  will  prefer 
charges  against  Jdrn  of  a.  very  serious 
nature  ami  to  all  probability  it  will  be 
some  time  before  he  gets  a  chanoe  to

L.  A  W.  and  the  Erie,  the  Lehigh  com¬ 
pany  would  be  put  to  a  great  <Jl-*ad  vautag  , 
as  both  these  roads  operate  exte  isive 
coal  fields  of  their  own  and  are  interested 
in  pushing  the  sale  of  their  own  product. 
With  the  canal  iu  operation,  some  of  thi 
Bloomfleld  dealers  have  always  been  able 
to  supply  their  customer*  with  the  most 
superior  kinds  of  Lehigh  coal,  such  as 
Jeddo,  which  is  regarded  as  a  Luxury 
among  consumers.  Without  the  canal 
the  price  of  these  choice  varieties  of  coal 
would  be  held  at  such  a  high  figure  in 
this  locality  that  it  would  be  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  average  consumer.
